FIFTY NEGROES DROWNED. 


Telegraphic Communication Between 
Memphis and New Orioans 
Was Cut Off. 


WASHINGTON, March 19.—The Weather 
Bureau has issued the following special 
river bulletin: 

The stages of water reported this morning 
in the rivers of the Ohio and lower Missis- 
sissippi, together with the heavy rainfall 


that has occurred in those regions during’ 


the past forty-eight hours and which is 
likely to continue to-day, render it highly 
probable that the floods ir the lower Mis- 
sissippi during the next ten days or two 
weeks will in many places equal or exceed 


the destructiveness of any previous year’s 


floods, and warning is given to the residents 
of the threatened districts in Arkansas, 
Louisiana and Western Mississippi to re- 
move from the region of danger. 

Following are some of the stages reported 
this morning: Cairo, 50.5—10.4 above danger 
line; Memphie, 87.1—4.1; Helena, Ark., 47.7— 
W. 7 Vicksburg, 48.6—2.5; New Orleans, 14.5, 
which is 1.5 below the danger line. 

The following heavy rainfalls in inches and 
tenths occurred during the past forty-eight 
hours: 

Memphis, 4.5; Florence, Ala., 66; Nash- 
ville, 1.6; Louisville, 2.2; Cincinnati, 17;

Wagner obtained the wagon and the body 
was carried out the back way and put into 
it, and all three got in the wagon, agner 
driving.

Gomez expected the Government 
to come and see him, and the President, 
as the head of the republic, naturally in- 
sisted on his subordinate obeying orders. 
Neither cared to yield, and the result was 
that the two forces marched around the 
province for more than a month trying to 
avoid a meeting. Several times they were 
within three miles of each other, t on 
receiving knowledge of the other's proxim- 
ity, each promptly drew further away. 
About the last of June, Gomez, unconscious- 
ly, encamped within a mile of San Anton, 
where President Cisneros and his cabinet 
were quartered. Cisneros sent an officer 
with an order requesting him to report, but 
instead of complying, Gomez immediately 


struck his camp and withdrew a distance 
of about six miles 


It is said that the President, tiring of such 
conduct, then sent a very peremptory note, 
ordering Gomez to present himself before 
him, which had the desired result. Gomez 
came inte the camp with band playing and 
banners ing.

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GREEDY NEW ENGLAND. 


ST. LOUIS MERCHANTS PROTEST 


If the Dingley Bill Taxes Wool, They 
Want Hides Taken Off 
the Free List. 


Regardless of individual political belief, 
the merchants of St. Louis, wholesale and 
retail, have struck a common attitude of 
resentment toward the Dingley tariff bill, 
which puts wool on the dutiable list and 
hides on the free Hst. 

They feel their indignation on general 
principles. Merchants whose business is 
far removed from any connection with 
woolen stuffs and hides are on record as 
denouncing a flagrant piece of favoritism. 
The question at issue is sectional. Not the 
old one of the North and South, but the 
new one of the manufacturing East and the 
great producing West. 

The direct cause for the merchants de- 
claring themselves on ‘the tariff question 
is the recent statement of a newspaper cor- 
respondent stationed in Washington, which 
was printed in the dailies of several large 
cities, St. Louis among them. In brief, the 
statement was to the effect that the pow- 
erful influence of New England in the 
framing of any Republican tariff measure 


was clearly instanced in the new Dingley 
bill, which taxes wool and increases the 
leather rates, but leaves hides upon 
free list. 

„The wool schedule,“ the statement con- 
tinued, “has given the Republican mem- 
bers of the committee more trouble than 
any other, and at the last moment, worn 
out by the contest between the Eastern 
manufacturer and the Wool Growers’ As- 
sociation, they decided to restore the Mc- 
—— rates both on wool and woolen 
goods.“ 

One or two gentlemen in St. Louis with 
large interests in the dry goods and woolen 
markets found such favoritism more than 
their patriotia American natures could 
bear. They went among their friends and 
fellow merchants and talked the matter up 
and this formal protest is the result: 


As citizens of Missouri, we take ex- 
— — to the action of the House Com- 
mittee, as affecting hides, and insist that 
they bear the same relation to the cre- 
ative wealth of the country, and conse- 
quently its purchasing power, that wool 
does, and inasmuch as we are interested 
in the two results just mentioned, we 
respectfully request that hides be placed 
upon the dutiable list, and thereby serve 
the same purpose and interest that per- 
tains to wool. 

If protection is good anywhere, it is 
good everywhere, and no exception to 
any product of the farmer or laborer in 
the interest of any manufacturer is hon- 
orable or equitable. The farmers and 
laborers represent the creative wealth 
of the country and to conserve these two 
interests would serve all interests, and 
we insist upon this as an axiom in all 
tariff legislation. 
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Copies of this protest have been sent to 
Senators Cockrell and Vest, to Congress- 
man David A. De Armond and to various 
Southern Senators and members of the 
lower House. 

One of the moving spirits in this protest 
is a wholesale dry goods man whose place 
of business is in the heart of the Washing- 
ton avenue district. For years he has been 
identified with the commereial interests not 
only of St. Louis but of the West, and he 
is uncommonly well prepaied to voice the 
opinion of the producor ag well as the 
dealer and jobber. In speaking of the pres- 
ent attitude of St. Louis merchanu Fri- 
day morning he said: 

We may not accomp‘isn anything great 
with this protest, but we can at least show 
the people of the East that our eyes are 
open and that we realize we are tin 
the worst of the deal in the ne tari bil), 
They have laughed a. us long enough— 
taken us for a lot of imbeciles, so to ak, 
who didn’t know when we were cing 
cheated. This protest will certainiv disa- 
buse their minds, if it does nothi clse. 
We are keenly alive to the anjust discre- 
tion made in favor of the New Engiand 
manufactures, and vo have come to feel 
that if there is going to be wholesale 
grabbing’ we want some of that ‘chicken 
pie’ ourselves.
